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Examination of preliminary responses to the subject questionnaire 
suggests various considerations of a legal nature upon which the Office 
of General Counsel might profitably have been consulted in initial 
development of the project as a whole and kept more closely informed 
after the project was placed in operation. The value of such 
consultation lies in bringing to the attention of project case officers, 
directing the business and intelligence affairs of commercial pro- 
prietaries, problems liaving direct or indirect legal connotations which 
might otherwise be overlooked or inadequately considered. Although 
in some instances the Office of General Counsel is not able to 
indicate specific answers to questions of foreign law, in most cases 
the suggestion of the problem carries a clue to solution and advance 
notice will enable the Office of General Counsel itself to provide 
the desired information where sources are available or, where indigenous 
counsel must be consulted, to evaluate the advice rendered in relation 
to headquarters planning. 

The Office of General Counsel has, of course, no facility for 
determining the manner in which advice rendered has been followed. 

The same situation prevails in the private practice of law where a 
client ignores or acts contrary to the advice of his counsel. In 
this Agency, the burden fall® in most instances upon project case 
officers. Potential gain from careful consideration of legal ques- 
tions cay include, in part, greater operational security, greater 
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
